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WHAT ARE APPROPRIATIONS? 

During a campaign year it is inevitable that 
stump speakers, seeking election to office, shall 
tell in glowing terms all those blessings which, 
they claim, they already have brought, or plan 
to bring, to the people, their constituents. 

It is perhaps but natural when public money 
is allocated to projects within a state where a 
hot political fight is raging, that the side which 
does the allocating shall try to make the 
average voter believe the funds they are spend- 
ing are gifts from that apparently inexhaust- 
able financial well, the United States Treasury. 

H. W. Trout, of Douglasville, in a communi- 
cation to The Constitution published elsewhere 
in this issue, succinctly remarks, “Before ap- 
propriations get up there to the treasury, it is 
taxes. Hence.” 

Mr. Trout then points out, correctly, that the 
money used in the tremendous spending pro- 
gram now under way originates, for the most 
part in taxes taken from the income of the 
financially small man. “We are... tired of 
hearing about the millions the politicians are 
feeding on the taxes garnered from our low 
pay,” he says. 

Statistics show that at the present time ap- 
proximately 25 cents out of every dollar of 
earnings in the United States goes to the tax 
collector for one division of government or an- 
other. It is inevitable, if the continual increase 
in the natienal deficit is not halted, it will not 
be long before, as Mr. Trout says, “the larger 
part of our gross income will go for taxes.” 

Every Georgian, and every citizen of the 
United States, should remember that every dol- 
lar of money spent out of the United States 
Treasury is money first collected as taxes. The 
expenditures of made-work, relief and other 
activities for the benefit of the unfortunate are 
doubtless fundamentally worthy, but it is all 
the people of the nation who are spending this 
money and not any particular political group 
or division. 

If such money is spent, as has been hinted, 
for the purpose of influencing votes, the ironic 
situation is created of the people themselves 
buying votes to contaminate the sanctity of the 
American ballot. 


AUTOMOBILE SPEED “TAX” 

That reckless urge to get there quicker, if 
computed into a tax, would take out of the 
pockets of the American automobile owner an 
amount approximating $500,000,000 annually, 
according to Albert W. Whitney, consulting di- 
rector of the National Conservation Bureau. 
Most of this expense is pure waste, says Whit- 
ney, and could be eliminated if the average 
speed of 60 miles an hour were cut in half. 

A driving speed averaging 30 miles an hour 
is a money saver worthy of consideration. From 
an efficiency peak of 1.09 cents a mile at 30 
miles an hour, gasoline consumption mounts 
to 2.09 cents a mile at twice that speed. It has 
been conservatively estimated by traffic experts 
that 15 per cent of the nation’s drivers of its 
°4.000,000 cars fall into the 60-miles-an-hour 
class. Driving at this high speed, based on an 
average of 8,000 miles per car, would total 28,- 
800,000,000 miles. Taken at an excess cost of 1 
cent a mile, $288,000,000 is spent on gasoline 
alone for the privilege of getting there quicker. 

The mile-a-minute pace also boosts the con- 
sumption of oil by leaps and bounds, Where 
a single quart of oil, according to the same 
authority, suffices for a 1,000-mile trip at a 
30-mile pace, the same trip, made at 60 miles 
an hour, consumes eight quarts. On basis of 
the foregoing mileage figures, $50,400,000 is 
spent on oil to get there in half the time. Add 
to this the annual repair bill of $52.80 for the 
faster car, amounting to a total of $190,080,000, 
and the total “tax” for speed fast approaches 
the half billion mark. 

Inasmuch as the majority of road accidents 
ean be attributed to speed, it would be a matter 
of simple calculation, if the basic figures were 
available, to determine the exact “tax” paid 
annually by that 15 per cent of American auto- 
mobile drivers for the privilege of getting there 
quicker. Suffice it to say the cost would be 
staggering.

NEW RULES IN FEDERAL COURTS 


In an effort to abolish technical forms to 
as great extent as possible, new rules of pro- 
cedure have been adopted, and will become ef- 
fective September 1, in the United States dis- 
trict courts. Judges, lawyers and litigants alike 
have long since grown restive because of the 
length of time required to bring cases to a 
conclusion. These delays largely have been at- 
tributable to technicalities in procedure to 
which years of usage had given the force of 
law. Simplification, which should reduce liti- 
gating time to a minimum, was made permissive 
under an act of congress in 1934 and put into 


form by the supreme court of the United States. 


The new regulations abolish practically all 
technical forms in pleading and procedure. The 
old method of long-drawn-out bills of com- 
plaint has been discontinued and a form of 
short, direct statement of fact substituted. To 
all intents and purposes there will be no longer 
a distinction between equity and law—the same 
court, the same judge, presiding in both class 
of cases at the same session. The rights of 
parties in civil cases will be reached as swiftly 
and as inexpensively as possible. Questions of 
law may be settled in conference before the case 
is actually brought into court for trial, thus 
doing away with the lengthy, tiresome dis- 
courses during court sessions. 

Employment of the new rules, however, 
seems to be more voluntary than mandatory. 
A general speeding-up of procedure will de- 
pend almost entirely upon the willingness of 
judge and lawyer to make use of the privileges 
granted. Of course it will not be a simple 
matter to break away from ancient methods, 
at first, but once the advantages of a quicker 
settlement of cases are manifest, it is not to be 


doubted the new rules will fall into general 


usage. 

In all probability the judge, as well as the 
lawyer, will find it advantageous to wipe the 
old procedural slate clean. Forget the old 
precedents. Start over. It should be remem- 
bered the purpose of the new rules is to sub- 
ordinate procedure to a prompt ascertainment 
of the true rights of the parties at issue and to 
attain that end as quickly and inexpensively 
as possible. 


THE “OLD TIME RELIGION” 


The “old time religion” has again burst into 
full bloom all over Georgia, refuting the words 
of head-shakers who have bemoaned that the 
days of the spirited, soul-stirring camp meet- 
ing are over. This week, in many parts of the 
state, evangelistic meetings are being held in 
the old-time manner. And they are attracting 
large, enthusiastic crowds. 


Picturesque Old Salem Camp Ground, where 
Bishop Warren A. Candler preached as a boy 
50 years ago, is an outstanding example of the 
old-fashioned gathering. There, in the rough- 
ly-constructed arbor, with straw covering the 
floor, hundreds have assembled for the kind of 
religion that delighted the early pioneers. There 
gifted preachers orate rousing sermons, preach- 
ing the Gospel and pleading for the salvation 
of lost souls. “Amens” are frequent from the 
audience, as all eyes are intent on the speaker, 
and faces are earnest, attentive. 


Naturally, modern notes are struck. Worship- 
pers travel by automobile and only a small 
percentage of those who attend actually “tent” 
on the old camp ground. Yet there are still 
enough who spend a week at the historic New- 
ton county grounds to make it a genuine camp 
meeting. And the spirit is the same that pre- 
vailed years and years ago. 

In these topsy-turvy times the old-time re- 
ligion, as exemplified in the old-time camp 
meeting, stands out as a genuine beacon, throw- 
ing the light of hope of better things to come. 
The worshippers’ word fits—Amen!

FEWER TRAINED DENTISTS 
(From The Jacksonville Times-Union) 


Another charge has been lodged against the 
depression. The American. Dental Association, 
through its director of educational service, Dr. 
Lon W. Morrey, asserts that the business depres- 
sion of the last several years is partly responsible 
for the small number of trained dentists leaving 
college this month to help care for the nation’s 
mounting dental ills. Higher-educational stand- 
ards and failure of students to pass special apti- 
tude tests have also limited the enrollment. 

A net of 1,450 new practitioners will be gained 
from graduating rolls. But Dr. Morrey opines that 
1.500 older members of the profession will be 
called to their last resting places during 1938, or 
will retire or enter some other field of endeavor. 
Thus a net loss of 50 trained dentists is the final 
result. 

There is a moral to the story as it is told by 
the dentists’ educational director. Perhaps it may 
be found in the idea of paying your bills promptly, 
and stop fidgeting in the chair when the drill goes 
through to that live nerve. 

Pay more attention to your dentist when he 
tells you about the hardships he endured along 
with the heavy costs of becoming a member of 
the profession. Believe him when he tells you 
that he spent six years obtaining his dental train- 
ing, and that the average outlay is between $5,000 
and $6,000, that an additional $2,500 was needed 
to equip even his modest dental office. 4 

Then what? Dr. Morrey quotes federal sta- 
tistics showing that the average net dental income 
back in 1929 was $5,020, which tumbled to $2,780 
in 1934, and rose again to $3,100 in 1937. That it 
costs the dentist about 45 per cent to conduct his 
practice. 

It is further estimated that the average amount 
spent by each individual in the United States for 
professional dental care in 1937 was less than 
2.50.

Manual Arts Course. 

Tentative plans also call 
establishment of a manual training 
department within the next few 
months. 

There are 11 full grades in the 
school. .There will be 20 teachers 
for the various classrooms. The 
building is so constructed and 
planned that there will be little 
danger from fire. 

The abandoned old building, 
some portions of which are nearly 
100 years old, is to be converted 
into a modern library, and the 
grounds into a recreational center, 
under plans already submitted to 
federal authorities, Alexander said. | 

“Our new school will provide 
every facility for our students,” he 
asserted. “It is rated ‘A-1,’ and 
our students already are standing | 
high among students from other 
school systems in their college 
work. With the new equipment 
and the added departments, we 
believe McDonough children. will 
have every important advantage 
which anyone would wish for 
them. | 

New Library Sought. 

“The federal government is fn- 
terested in helping us to establish 
a modern new library in a portion 
of the abandoned old school build- 
Ing, and I am confident that our 
plans for it will be successful. 
Some portions of the old building 
were a fire trap. We have de- 
molished these. | 

“There are about 2.300 books in 
the county which we have been 
lending out, but we have no li- 
brary at this time. The projected 
new structure would serve a very 
useful purpose in McDonough and 
Henry county. 

“When the library is built, the 
logical use for the large acreage | 
surrounding it would be the de- 


velopment of a civic and recrea- 


tional center. That, too, has com- | 


_manded the interest of authorities | 
and, we believe, will be sanc-| 
| tioned.” |

How fast you move has.a lot to 
do with your weight, as you will 
see by a comparison of slow and 
fast walking. If you walk at the 
rate of two and one-half miles per 
hour, you burn only 1.30 calories 
per pound of body weight in an 
hour. But if you walk for an hour 
at the rate of five and three-tenths 
miles per hour, you will use 4.22 


calories per pound of body weight. 


Your weight is the index to 
your temperatment, and proof of 
whether you move fast or slow. 


Underweights must learn to econ-| 


omize on their energy, and the 
overweights must use more. A 
normal amount of physical ac- 
tivity is just as essential to the 
one as to the other, but the un- 
derweights should take their ex- 
ercise in a leisurely manner and 
cultivate the overweight habit of

Besides learning to speed up or 
to slow down, you must control 
your food intake and the surest 
way of doing this is to make it a 
rule to cat the protective foods 
first.
